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IRA march 


for peace 


DUBLIN (UPL), — Supporters of 
the Irish Republican Army 
marched through Dublin yester- 
day to press for peace in North- 
ern Ireland and a halt to the 
TRa’s bomb campaign in Britain. 

The extention of the IRA's 11- 
day Christmas truce seemed cer- 
tain — only the timing of an ex- 
tension announcement appeared 
in doubt, 

Another effort to suspend five 
years of violence which hag taken 
1.143 lives in Northern Ireland 
came in a hastily-arranged Lon- 
don meeting between Prime Min- 
ister Harold Wilson and the lead- 
ers of Ireland's four major 
churches. 

Violence sputtered in Belfast 
when two young men were wound- 
ed in the back by shotgun pellets. 
Neither was seriously hurt, Bel- 
fast police sald they did not think 
the early-morning shooting was 
a violation of the IRA’s truce, 

The Dublin street march had 
been organized by the provisional 
Sinn Fein, the legal political 
wing of the IRA, to petition for 
British Government conceasions 
which would permit the TRA to 
extend its truce past the mid- 
night tonight deadline. 


Sudan asks its 


Jews to return 


EHARTOUM (Reuter). — Sudanese 
ent Jaafar el Numeiry yes- 
terday called on Sudanese Jews 
who had emigrated to Israel to “save 
themselves and return to the Sudan.” 
There, Colonel Numeiry told a Su- 
danese Independence Day rally, the 
Jews would be able to live freely, 
with equality and “without pre- 
judice or discrimination.” 

The rally, celebrating the nine- 
teenth anniversary of Sudanese in- 
dependence, was at E-Damar, some 
300 kms. north of here. 

Calling on the ex-Sudanese Jews 
to leave Israel, Numeiry charged 
that Israel was attempting to change 
the identity of “Palestine” and to 
“bury its heritage and culture.” 
There would be no peace In the Mid- 
dle East, he said, unless the ‘Pales-
